Additional Bonds 
On Gyimmasiua 
Debt Retired 


Of interest to:the tax payers 
in Grayling School District No. 1, 
is the fact that in addition to 
the required $15,000 yearly bond 
payment made on the debt retire- 
ment of the gym it was possible as 
of September Ist, to make an ad- 
ditional payment of $40,000 leav- 
ing a balance due yet to be paid 
of $150,000.00. i ; 

To date $142,000 has been paid 
on the principal, $46,759.90 has 
been paid.in interest and $2,400 in. 
premiums. The premiums repre- 
sent a penalty charged for pay- 
ing off bonds in advance of their 
original due date. However, had 
the bonds not been paid until the 
due date, the interest on them 
would have been much greater 
than the preniium charged. Hence 
it is in the best interest of the 
tax payer to retire as many bonds 
as possible before their due dates. 

There is still $36,000 remaining 
in the 
which $25,000 is required by law. 
At the present rate of payment 
the entire bond issue will be fully 
paid by 1963 which will be nine 
years ahead of schedule, the mill- 
age to pay for retiring the bonds 
having been voted for twenty 
years.
